- Since the days of the Coronation of her father King 
George VI, the spotlight of the world Jias been centred 
upon Queen Elizabeth. At the Coronation of May 1937 
probably the most self-possessed person was Princess 
Elizabeth Alexandra Mary herself. Child though she was 
she~accepted her royal position with calm and has faced 
the white light of intense publicity since that time with 
aplomb. 

Heir to the throne, she became foremost in the 
minds of the Commonwealth of nations while still a girl 
of 11. Mothers soon dressed their daughters -in the same 
colors that the Princess chose, hospital wards and other 
items were named after her, and within a short time her 
picture could be found in most homes throughout the 
British Empire. Her first tooth, her first pony and her 


clothes as she grew up and the stories about them were 
dispatched to the avid public around the world from the 
very day of her birth. 

Queen Elizabeth has been reared from birth as a 
potential reigning queen. From the moment of birth 
the white -light of publicity has played about her fair 
golden hair. Therein she is different from her illustrious 
namesake Queen Elizabeth and from the great Queen 
Victoria. Nobody thought they were going to be Queens 
and their childhood was quite obscure. 

But on the day of her christening Queen Elizabeth 
was carried out on the balcony for adoring crowds to see. 
Since then she has been before the public constantly. 
Hence the little Princess took in her stride the momentous 


events which brought her closer to the throne. Her under¬ 
standing of her royal position has always been clear. 

Millions of loyal subjects have traced the growth of 
their Queen through childhood until onlookers were 
amazed at her maturity while acting as a bridesmaid at 
the wedding of the Duke of Kent. The war years and her 
service to her country, her courtship and marriage, the 
birth of her children and the visit to Canada were all 
watched with respect and admiration. On the death of her 
father the late King George VI millions mourned with 
Elizabeth. 

Next Tuesday these same people will watch or read 
of her Coronation, reminiscing of the past and looking 
forward to a good reign in this the new Elizabethan era.

COLEMAN CIVIL DEFENCE HANDLES 
PROBLEMS OF MOCK AIR ATTACK 


A train was derailed ih West 
Coleman, fires broke out and 
stores were looted Friday night 
as Civil Defence in Coleman un¬ 
derwent their first operations 
scheme. Working under direction 
of Controller J. McDonald, the 
sections Involved In the scheme 
faced assumed conditions and 
realized the organization that 
will be necessary and the mis¬ 
takes that must be rectified be¬ 
fore an actual air raid could 
be coped with. On the whole the 
bystander soon became engross¬ 
ed with the duties of the organi¬ 
zation and impressed with the 
efficiency in this the first actual 
scheme. Names mentioned in 
this report include those people 
in action at headquarters, your, 
reporter having watched from 
that point. It should be realized 
however that a good many others 
were working in the outside 
areas. 

At the opening the controller 
outlined the situation stating 
that the town of Coleman was 
under attack and that wardens 
were on their posts, the clearing 
station manned and the first aid 
men ready for action. The main 
purpose of the scheme was to 
show what would go on at head¬ 
quarters if we were attacked. 

At the all clear plotters Dar¬ 


lene Dancoine, Clementine Celli, 
Marilyn Murdoch and Betty Ped- 
asuk went to work under the dir¬ 
ection of Plotting Officer P. A. 
Dickleson. P. DeGroot reported 
transportation available to be 2 
station wagons, 3 cars and 2 am¬ 
bulances at the compound with 
enough drivers and two spares. 
Johnny Salus reported wardens 
located at various points and 
despatched a runner to ascertain 
the location of another. E. Hill 
reported arrangements complet¬ 
ed as to First aid men and the 
clearing stations. Radio com¬ 
munications were shown to be 
located at Aboussafy’s house, 
West Coleman School, Hammer’s 
in Willow Drive, Headquarters 
and McIntyre’s in Carbondale. S. 
Short reported on the police 
available^ 

As messages came in to com¬ 
munications, under Lor Rich¬ 
ards, runners relayed them to 
Mrs. J. MacDonald the filter of¬ 
ficer who made copies and sent 
them by runner Joan Coover to 
the various sections effected. 
Pete DeGroot depatched ambu¬ 
lances to a train wreck at West 
Coleman while E. Hill ordered 
first aid workers from Cameron 
School to go to the scene. The 


MINERS VOTE ON FRIDAY 


Mr. Ed Boyd, Sec.-Treas., Dis¬ 
trict 18 U.M.W. of A. and W. 
White, policy committee member 
for the district have held meet¬ 
ings through the Pass regarding 
the miners’ negotiations, giving 
a report of the proposed new 
agreement, subject to ratifica¬ 
tion by the members by means 
of a ballot. Balloting will take 
place this coming Friday. 


Acceptance of all major points 
in the recent award of the arbi¬ 
tration board which recommend¬ 
ed no wage increase to Alberta 
miners formed the basis of a 
one-year agreement signed Wed¬ 
nesday by the United Mine Wor¬ 
kers of America, District 18, and 
the Coal Operators’ Association 
of Western Canada. 

In a joint release issued by the 
parties it was stated: “The new 
agreement continues the term 
and conditions which have been 
in effect since February, 1952, 
with the following amendments. 

“The operators will provide 
free lamps and wash house facil¬ 
ities to the employees and will 
increase their contributions to 
the welfare fund by five cents 
per ton. 

“The agreement also provides 
for a new holidays with pay 
agreement based on employees’ 
earnings. Approximately 6,200 
men employed by 19 companies 
are affected.” 

Agreement on the wages af¬ 
fects most mines in Alberta and 
some in the southeast part of 
British' Columbia. Meetings have 


been held on the agreement since 
the Sward was given May 7. The 
mines have been operating since 
mid-February without an agree¬ 
ment as discussions moved 
through negotiations, concilia¬ 
tion and arbitration proceedings., , 
NO WAGE INCREASE 

In its award that arbitration 
board recommended that wages 
not be increased and remain at 
the 1952 contract level. They rec¬ 
ommended that the payment to 
the Welfare and Retirement 
Fund by the operators be in¬ 
creased from 15 cents to 20 cents 
a ton of mined coal. 

The board also suggested that 
the companies supply free wash 
room service, maximum payment 
for which is now $1 a month, and 
that the company supply free- 
lamps in the domestic field. 

Chairman of the board was G. 
J. Bryan, QC, Edmonton, with 
the union being represented by 
H.J.M. Ross of Edmonton and 
the companies by G. H. Steer 
QC, Edmonton. 

Originally the union had ask¬ 
ed for $2 a day in wage increases, 
an increase from 15 cents to 30 
cents per ton mined for the wel¬ 
fare fund, together with 35 minor 
requests. 

The coal operators had asked 
for an across-the-board wage re¬ 
duction of 45 cents a day-plus 
an additional reduction of 50 
cents a day for all unskilled sur¬ 
face workers. They also asked for 
an extension of the work week 
to six days during winter and a 
new holidays with pay agree¬ 
ment.

MANY MEMBERS URGE 
NATIONAL COAL POLICY 


(By Canadian Press) 

Members of Parliament from 
Canada’s mining communities 
east and west pressed the gov¬ 
ernment for a national coal pol¬ 
icy to pull that industry of what 
they described as the doldrums. 

Mines Minister Prudham re¬ 
plied that there is a national 
coal policy, one that has been 
operating since establishment of 
the Dominion coal board in 1947. 

While admitting the coal in¬ 
dustry is having difficulties, the 
minister did not see the situa¬ 
tion as hopeless. He believed, he 
said, that with co-operation 
among the federal government, 
the provinces and the Industry, 
the difficulties could be worked 
out. 

He blamed most of the dif¬ 
ficulties of the Western coal in¬ 
dustry on development of oil and 
gas there. 

Rev. E. G. Hansell (S.C.), Mac- 
leod, C. E. Johnston (S.C.), Bow 
River, Clarie Gillis (C.C.F.), Cape 
Breton South, and others joihed 
in calling for a national coal pol¬ 
icy. 

Mr. Hansell said mines in the 
Crow’s Nest Pass area now are 
working about half-time and 
shipments to Eastern Canada 
are down. He suggested a select 
board or committee to study rec¬ 
ommendations of the Carroll 
coal commission of 1946 and put 
them into effect. 

Mr. Gillis, himself an old coal 
miner, said the government 
should Investigate to see If Can¬ 
adian operators are allowing the 
Canadian coal industry to die 
because they can make more 
money by Importing United 
States coal.

OTTAWA. — The agriculture 
department may have about 
100,000 bushels of a new wheat 
variety — developed to resist 
Race 15-B rust—ready for dis¬ 
tribution as seed next fall. 

Dr. C. H. Goulden, head of the de¬ 
partment's cereals division, said in 
an interview that the new variety, 
developed after years of combined 
scientific effort, will come up for li¬ 
censing this summer. 

The department itself decides 
which varieties will be licensed for 
distribution and it appeared likely, 
said Dr. Goulden, that the new va¬ 
riety will be approved in time for fall 
distribution. 

"The seed likely will be handed 
out on a first-come, first-served 
basis,” he said, but he didn’t know 
whether there Will be sufficient to 
meet all requests.

ing value of it, although we think 
it has a baking value which is just 
about as good as any other wheat,” 
Mr. Gardiner said. 

But because of the great threat 
of Race 15-B rust, which spread to 
Canada from the United States, the j 
department was going ahead with j 
planting to have a considerable 1 
amount of the seed “for distribution j 
at the end of the season.” 

Race 15-B is one of about 100 dif¬ 
ferent types of rust, said Dr. Goul¬ 
den, amplifying Mr. Gardiner's re¬ 
marks. It was spread from the U.S. 
by airborne spores and hit Canada's 
high-priced durum wheat. The fungus 
germinates on the stem, evaporates 
the plant’s ' water and withers the 
stalk. 

The U.S. has lost millions of dol-1 
lars of grain through this rust and 
Canadian scientists decided as far 
back as 1938 to use all means to pre¬ 
vent that from happening in Canada. 
Most of the damage so far has been 
in Manitoba. 

A group of scientists in the depart¬ 
ment's Winnipeg laboratories found 
a wheat variety resistant to this rust 
and crossed it with high-quality 
wheat. 

Batches of the new variety wheat 
were sent to California for year- 
round planting and quick reproduc¬ 
tion. From the California plantings 
the department now has about 6,000 
bushels of the wheat for sowing on 
Canada’s Prairies. About 6,000 acres 
are being sown this spring. 

Dr. Goulden said that while the 
baking value of the new variety has 
not yet been established, tests will 
continue and he is confident the va¬ 
riety will pass the baking tests sat¬ 
isfactorily. 

The new wheat still has no name. 
It goes under the label of “CT-186". 
It will get a name, said Dr. Goulden, 
when the licence is granted.

NOT TOO LATE 

One can go on planting many flowers and vegetables regularly right 
up to early July in most parts of the country. Expert gardeners who 
want to get the most out of their land, indeed, make a regular prac¬ 
tice of sowing a few rows of beets, carrots, beans, corn, and such 
things every fortnight up to the end of June or even into July. If 
we give these late gardens a little extra cultivation, a little watering 
and possibly some quick-acting commercial fertilizer they will come 
along fast and mature in plenty of time before frost. 

With flowers we An do later planting too and provided stock is 
available there is no reason for not planting bedding plants, like 
petunias, pansies, phlox, etc., right up to mid-June. 

KEEP THEM SPACED OUT 

If one let every seed or plant grow the 
jungle. 

Nature is much too generous about g< 
some species may die^out that she starts a hundred seedlings some¬ 
times where there is place for only one. If all these things grew 
they would crowd each other 'unmeVcifully and the net result would 
be poor spindly fldWers and warped- and twisted vegetables. 

% In almost every case where plants are started from seed and espe¬ 
cially tiny seed, like lettuce or alyssum •or poppies, they must be 
thinned later. In doing this naturally we pull out the poorer speci¬ 
mens first but in any case we must leave plenty of room for full 
development. If we are afraid of later damage from bugs or cut¬ 
worms perhaps we will leave twice as many plants as at first, then 
later on we remove every other one. In certain vegetables like beets 
and carrots, too, we leave the plants about an inch or so apart at 
first then use later thinnings for our first meals. When thinned 
properly the plants left will grow more quickly, more sturdily and
